He has been elected to one at Lincoln College after a severe competition, in 
which he catne ont first. This crowns a series of scholastic and academic tri- 
umpbs which are only second to those of Numa Hartog. The earlier stages of 
Mr. Alexander's brilliant career wero passed at Melbourne, where he carried off 
all the prizes at echoo! and all the distinctions at the University that could be 
obtained. On bis arrival in England bo won a scholarship at 
ceeded to take three first classes in Mathematical and Classical 

in the Classical Final Examiration. This. vergatility, 80 rare 
Oxford, where mathematics are somewhat ne -plected, may be claimed by us as a 
Jewish birthriget. Mr. Alexander is to be congratulated most warmly on 
having proved in bis own person that a Jew is capable of obtaining the highest 


‘intellectual distinction open to Eoglishmen—a Fellowship in those exclusive 


centres of intellect, the colleges of Oxford and Cambridge. Mr. Alexander 
intende, we believe, to remain in England, and should now be welcomed among 
us as an honour to the whole community. 


We have heard during the past year very much of the evils eaid to be

to be found. When we add that glass was ordinarily sold by weight we have 
exhausted the store of information on the subject given by the ordinary 
sources and prepared the reader for the antiquarian learning afforded by Mr, 
Li wy's lecture reported in another colamn.§ 


The energy which has been displayed by the authorities in Vienna in 
repressing recent manifestations of an anti-Semitic tendency is, according to 
prevalent rumour, due to the personal initiative of the Emperor himeelf. Hig 
Imperial Majesty, who bas frequently given expression to his friendly sentiments 
towards the Jews, eent for the Minister-President, Count Taaffe, shortly after the 
firat anti-Jowish meeting held in the Austrian Capital, and addressed him to the 
following effect : “1 will not tolerate any /udenhetze in my dominions ; every 
anti-Semitic movement wust immediately be stifled in its birth. You will at 
once dissolve any meeting which bears on ite surface the stamp of anti Semitism. 
The Jews are brave and patriotic, and joyfully Jay down their lives for the 
Emperor and the Fatherland. You need but turn to the Crivoscie, if you want 
proofs of the heroism of my Jewish soldiers. I repeat once more, I will not 
tolerate any Judenhetze in my dominions.” 


Warned probably by some anti-German symptoms which have recently 
manifested themselves in Russia, notably in the press and in wanton 
attacks on German colonies, the students in Germany, who at one time were the 
most determined supporters of the anti-Semitic agitation, have begun to veer 
round, and are now to be found in the ranks of the advocetes and defenders of 
the Jews. ‘This change of front bas made iteelf especially apparent in an 
atticle in their principal organ, the Sludenten Zeitung, which announces that it 
will henceforth oppose with aM possible energy every attempt to sow dissen- 
sions, or to advocate distinctions between any sections of students, on account 


of differences of race or creed. ‘Phis declaration is the more noteworthy and 


important since the editor of the journal from which we have quoted was at 
one time one of the leaders of the anti-Jewish movement. 


The following incidents may well serve as foils to a few isolated mani- 
festations of hostility towards the Jews in Austria and Hungary, and show 
that, notwithstanding the efforts of agitators, the popular feelinga in those 
eountries with regard to onr coreligionists have nol undergone any uafavourab'e 
change. Ina certain towa in Hungary with an almost uopronounceable name, 
the Catholic inhabitants have given theie Jewish fellow citizen, Herr Anton 
Wabrmann, an honourable proof of their confidence by appointing him, at a 
meeting held under the presidency of their priest, Curator of the Ecclesiastical 
Property. At Vienna there stands in the Upper Danube Street a newly-built 
Polich Synagogue; scarcely had the synagogue been completed, when the 
creditors pressed BO heavily for the settlement of their claims that the Adminis- 
tration was compelled to suspend payment, the creditors seized the building, 


and caused it to be brought to the hammer. Twice the bids were not eafficiently — 


high and the edifice remained unsold. Bofore ths third attempt was ‘made a 
member of the Imperial Parliament, the scion of one of the most aristocratic 
Polish families, called at the office of the synagogue and inquired what was the 
amount of its indebtedness. Oa being informed that the debt amoantel to 


30,000 florins, he, to the agrecable surprise of the officials, handed over this sua 


asa gift for the purpose of enabling the synagogue tu be opened and devoted 
to its sacred purpose. Whilst this act ¢f true benevolence reflects the highest 


honour on a Catholic nobleman, it is extremely discreditable to tho Jewish: 


community in Vienna that they shoald bave allowed a synagogue to be put up 
to public auction, instead of contributing the amount reqaired for its 
redemption. 


The Quarterly Statement of the Palestine Fund which haz been recently — 


iseeued keeps us well informed of the progress of the Survey of Eastern Pales- 
tine, A eketch map at the commincement gives in red the tract of country 


already surveved by Captain Conder and his party which embraces an area of © 
‘HOO square miles between the Rivera Amon and Jabbok. The chief identilica- 


tions announced are Bamoth Baal, Baal Peor, the top of Baal Peor which 
looked towards Jeshimmon’’ and the sanctuary of Baal Peor which are al! 
connected with a system of cromlechs dotted about the country. Captain 
Conder gives sketches and plans of these rude stones monuments which were 


doubtless altars in times gone by. Hoe aleo sends an interesting paper on 


Arabic folklore useful at once to the antiquarian and to the Biblical student, The 


most valuable of his contributions to the present number, however, is 4 full 


and accurate account of the Siloam tunnel. He had the courage to traverse 
the underground passage from end to end , venturing through parts where the rise 
of the waters would have drowned him. The celebrated inscription has now been 


cleaned by hydrochloric acid and the letters have been carefully examined with . 
the result of confirming most of Prof. Sayce’s emendations. Captain Conder 
jadges of the tunnel as a practical ongineer and he is by no means compliment- 


ary to the engineering powers of the workmen who madeit. He gives a0 
elaborate plan tracing out all the convolutions of the tunnel with the distances 
between the bends, &c. He has decided against the hopes that another inacrip- 
tion might exist along the tunnel ; no signa of any are to be seen throughout

The ntury contains the promised reply to Madame 
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gritten by a Jewieh lady, probably Miss Emma Lazarus. If a reply waa to be 
soserted, it should have contained a dotailed disproof of the very definite 
charges brought by Madame Ragozin against the Russian Jews, Instead of 
this the writer of the article “ Russian Christianity », Modern Judaism” is 
content to say “they are simply and collectively false” and to refer to 
Yenasseh ben Israel's address to the Protector for a full anewer. Apart from 
thie fundamental polemical error, the article is written with a good deal of 


vigour aud many of the arguments of Madame Ragozin are shown to be utterly 
erroneous. The Kol Nidré is proved to be entirely innocent of the meaning 


attached to it by Madame Ragozin. It is pointed out (as was done by us at 
the time), that the charges apply as much to English and American Jews as 
‘o their. Russian brethren, and Mise Lazarus argues with great ferce that 
Madame Ragozin’s accusations do not in the slightest excuse the terrible 
trccities that have been committed in Russia. Miss Lazarus aske “ Was it not 
Haine” who said “* Every country has the Jews it deserves?” We can solve 
ber difficulty, which has often been put, by mentioning that this very pregnant 
epigram is due to Karl Emil Franzos, the rising Jewish novelist. As a whole the 
gnswer though written in admirable tone and style cannot be considered a satia- 
factory answer to Madame Ragozia’s calumnies. 


ln Modern’ Thought for thie month a Mr. Laister begins an answer to Dr. 
H. Adler's article in the Nineteenth Century, and is inspired by much the same 
spirit as Madame Ragczin, whom be quotes approvingly. His viows are as yet 
presented in too inchoate a state for criticism, yet he argues with eome plavsi- 
bility that Dr. Adler makes a new departure in denying any racial or national 
element in Judaism. We pointed out oh the appearance of Dr. Adler's article 
tbat he had in this particular laid himself open to criticism, and our fears are 
confirmed by this article. Very little importance is to be attached to the remarks 
of Mr. Laister, yet they indicate how widely adverae views of Jews and Judaism 
are sprialing owing to the influence of euch writers as Goldwin Smith aud 
Vadawe Ragozin, and prove the necessity of some more settled foundation for 
Jewish theory than is as yet afforded by those who have replied to theee critics. 


Ia the May number of Temple Bur there is an article on “The Jews in 
German Literature, or What German Literature owes the Jews.” There is little 
novelty in it, and much more might have been said which one moderately 
acqoainted with German literature would expect to find mentioned in an artic!e 
with euch a title, We, however, have read it with satisfaction, as it indicates a 
desire on the part of the writer to protest agains: the hostile fecling towards 


the Jews exhibited by their fellow citizens ia the land of Lessing and 
Mendelssohn.

TO THR EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Srr,—Observing a suggestion thrown out by you in your last isene, to tha effect 
that the Fund for the Relief of the Petseouted Jews in Russia might be considerably 
increased by amateur performances being organized in the Provinces, it affords me 
much pleasure to inform you that an amateur. dramatic entertainment. under the 
direction of our minister, the Rev. J. H. Valentine, and myself, was given at the 
Cheetham Town Hall, on Wednesday the 26th ult., with a success far beyond our 
expectations, The prices of admission being very moderate, viz., half-a-crown and 
one ehilling, the hall was thronged in every part, and many persons had to bo 
refused admission for want of room. 

Our thanks are due to the members of the Cheetham Juvenile Dramatic Society 
who volunteered their services on the occasion, and who it may not be out of place 
to mention are, with one exception, members of the Christian faith. The enter- 
tainment was brought toaclose-by a short comic drama, cleverly represented by 
Miss Frankonetein and some of her friends. The Overseers of the Poor of Cheetham 
very kindly granted the use of the Cheetham Town.JHall free of the usual 
charges. 

I wish to state farther that the Rev. J. 1H. Valentine on the first day of Passover 
devoted the whole of hia sermon to the condition of the Russian Jows, and pointed 
out to his congregants the necessity of giving twice and thrice in thie sad emer- 
gency. I am happy to say that not withstanding the frequent contributions privately 
given by many of the members and seatholders of our synagogue, I was suc- 


- ceasful in carrying a resolution at a general. meeting of members by which a sum of 


twenty guineas was voted from our congregational funds in aid of the Manchester 
and Salford Fand for the Relief of the Persecuted Jews in Russia. 

I mention these facta in the hope that what. has been dose in Matichester may 
be imitated by other large towns, and that the example set by the Portuguese Syna-

CHEAP JEWISH PRAYER BOOKS AND BIBLES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” | 

Sizn,—The gentlemen who have such a laudable ambition to diffose religions 
knowledge throughout the Jewish community should be reminded that, agregar 
the Bible, an excellent edition of the 4’3’n, in Hebrew and English, on opposite 
pages, has been published by the Bible Society, It can be. obtained at the offices of 
that Society in Queen Victoria Street, where | purchared a copy for seven shillings. 
to the 
chapters, I ¢o not think it is porsible for any Association to produce a better or 
cheaper edition ; of course the English is, the Authorized Version, Whether Dr, 
Friedlander will meet with succesa among the Jewish community is problematical. 
I. heard the late Dr. Benisch complain: bitterly of the little encouragement he 
received when publishing his English Bible in four volumes. 
Turning to the prayer book, the English Jews have little or nothing t»,com- 
plain of. First and foremost stands the Jews’ Free School edition of our Daily 
Prayers with an. English translation, together with notes and emendations, by a 
dear and honoured name—the late Mr. H. N. Solomon, of Klmonton. That book has 
passed through eight or nine editions ; two thousand chibiren are taught from it 
and rea‘ it daily ; for elegance of diction, refinement of Janguage, and close appli- 
cation to the text, I ventare to say it ia unequalled. It is based on Mendelssohn, 
Heidenheim, and a knowledge of the Bible and Biblical exegesia such as few 
Englishmen possess. There are also translations by Mr. Mendes, Mr. De Sola, and 
others ; and I fail to see the necessity for more tranrlations at present. 1 believe I 
am correct in saying that all the Anglo-Jewish versions of the Bible and Prayer 

Book have received the approbation of the late and present Chief Rabbis. 
Whether the Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge can produce 
a better English translation of the Bible and Prayer Book remains to be seen. The 
experiment will be closely watched. To produce a cheaper edition will be impos- 
sible unless the Association is prepared to sustain a large pecuniary loss. This 
means subscriptions and donations, and they must be sanguine, indeed, if they 
expect to receive much money for such a purpose. For synagogal and charitable 
objects there is no difficulty, as we all know, in collecting enormous amounts from 
the Jewa in Englani ; it will indeod be a new-departure if sufficient fands can. be 
obtained for any literary project of a Jewish character. * Experience "’ tells us 
that Jewish literary projects have not hitherto met with much support from the

Boarl of Management 
vetoed, by a majority of 7 to 5, Mr. Lewis Levy's motion advising the permanent 
engagement of Mr. Gollancz at that reduced sum. And even subsequent to this 
most emphatic expression of the Committee's opinion, our respected and indefati- 
gable seer: tary, with a view of promoting peace and goodwi'l, was in correspondence 
with Mr. Gollancz for the purpose of arranging for a series of lectures to be given 
fiom time to time on specifiel terma, These negociations, however, failed, and, par 
consequence, Me. Lewis Levy and bis litte band of coadjutors elect to go their own 
way. They cannot have the preacher; they will not have the synagogue. They 
only see the non-gratification of their own desires, and they leave. This certainly

It is true that although the present 
exhibition is by no means of a high average, there have been an unneually lerge 
namber of exclusions, which may possibly account for the absence of some naines 
of coreligionists which have grown familiar to us ; yet is seems strange that 
in theee days cf ready appreciation of, and considerable pecuniary compensation 
to, workers.in the world of art cer. race appears ro backward in contri- 
buting towards the beautifying of the epoch. The old reason alleged of the 
rabbinical probibition of the representation of the hotnan form is surely not a 
euflicient cause, and the suceces of meny of our forcign coreligioniste as art 
workers proves that there is nothing in our racial peculiarities which handicaps 
us ip the prodection of pictures of the highest excellence. To mention buat one 
instance, there ia now eh view in a city office (15, Palmerston Baiidinge) a 
pictare by a Jewith artist, of the interior of a synagogee in Rursia, which will 
bear comparison with many of ths finest works of art extant. [tia by a-yourh 
named Gottliely, who died at the early age of 22, after completing—if, 
indeed, it be entirely completed—this admirable work, which representa the 
period of the service when the Law is being read. ‘There is some marvellous 
handling in the heads of the ancient rabbis, notably in that of the old man to the 
left of the spectator. The central figure is a portrait of the artist himeelf, in whose 
face the prediction of an early death is clearly to be traced. The women's 
gallery at the back is full of interesting and intensely realistic faces and figures, 
while the accessories are invariably correct, and are deilt with in a thoroughly 
masterly manner. Inde d, the bold and trathfel treatment of the heads reminds 
one irresistibly of the style of Ilolbein, and ‘the subdued tone of treatment, 
completely harmonious, win'e sometimes startling init’. euggostion of dignity 
and pathos, ia not on'ike that of Munckaczy. It is, for a'l reasoner. sad that so 
promising a representative of art should have been lost ao early. Poor Gottlieb 
would have done much to relieve us from the reproach of neglect of art to the

NOTES FROM GERMANY. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
LEIPSIC, 23aD APRIL, 1582, 

You bave already, with due appreciation, reported the death of our late 
anivereally lamented and h'ghly cateomel Prosident, Jacob Nacho, whom 
have so often had oceasion to ineation in my letters. He was a remarkale 
man in many respecte, without, however, miking himself remarked. From 4 
poor clerk he had risen tobe the partner of a firin carrying on an extensive 
export and banking basinessa both here and at New York, and since the death 
of his Leipsic partner ho had the sole management of the business here, the ety Jo 
of the firm being Kranth, Nachod, aad Kilias. For many years he was a 
member of the Town Gonncil, and after the death of the late lamented Moritz 
Koboer, the founder of the Teraclitiache lebund, he was elected b's 
eucceseor, both as president of our congregation and ofthe said “ Band” 
(Allian2«) Though already then rather alvanaced in aga he took up the work 
left hiin by.his predecessor with yoythfal energy and devoted hiinself to it 
heart acd soul, DBowides bis public and private activity as head of an extensive 
busioers, he was unflagging in his care for the destitute and belpless, who deplore 
in his death the loss ot a rare benefactor, for it was not only that, atrue and good 
Jew, he apportioned atenth part of his income to charity, but he acted likewise 
on the wise principle expressed in the words of the Psalmist “wy 
and saw to hia donations being wisely spent. All this; he did quietly and 
modestly, and as our minister, Dr. Goldschmidt, in his faneral oration, very 
appropriately pointed ont likes “ Go's servant, His elect, ia whom His eon! 
deligh‘eth, upou whom He hath pat His spirit,” Jacob Nachod “did not cry 
nor lift up, nor canse hia voice to bo heard in the street.” (Le. lit. 2) But if 
he thns kept “the: noiselcss tenour of tiis way,” he knew how to “canse the 
widow's heart te sing for joy, he delivered the poor that erted, and the fatherlees 
and hira that Lalnone to be Ip him.” No wonder, therefore, that he“ maketh a 
path to shine after hic,” aud hia memury is a bleasing. How much the 
recent illiberal act of the Saxon Government in prohibiting the meeting of the 
Gemeindebund here at Leipsic, may have contributed to hie rather eudden 
death, who shall say ? Of Berthold Auerbach, we know for certain, coming as 
it did from his own mouth, tliat the anti-Semitic agitation of the past fow years 
fretted. him so much as to bring on his last illness and sent him to a compara: 
tively early grave, considering the vitality that was etill in him in his seveotieth 
year, Must uot the angéls weep over two such persons falling victime to. 8 
ignoble a perrecution Besides Dr. Goldachmidt’s inthe house cf 
mourning, Dr. Kristel!cr of Berlio, the actual president of the G me ndebund, 
Alderman Scharf, and several other members of societics, the president of which, 
or on the committee of which the deceased was, epoke at the grave aud gave 
expression to the universal esteem in which the deceased waa held and the 
equally oniversal grief with which his death is deplored. 

A few days after the funeral, i.2.on the 20th, Mr. Moritz Ellioger, the New 
York delegate, paid us a visit and. addressed a crowded meeting in our synagogue 
on the subject of the emigration of the pereecuted Russian Jews to America, 
After a brief introduction on the part of De. Goldschmidt, Mr. E'linger began 
his address; and, without exaggeration it may be said, took Lis hearers by starm 
and captivated them by his simple, yet powerful, clequence, which as it came 
from the heart—the only real source of cloqaence—went straight to the hearts 
of his andience. Sums to a considerable amount were subscribed. at the 
doors. What a stroug impression the speaker produced be gathered from thie 
report of the mecting ia our Tagebdlatt 

Writing on this eubject reminds me of the powerful advocacy of our poor 
persecuted brethren in Russia on the part of Cardiosl Manning of which our 
Gerinan papers have said as little as possible. Yot his is not the first insiance 
of a Catholic prelate pleadiog our cause and protecting the Jewish victins of 
intoleraues. I find in Moses Manaheimer’s pamphlet The Pers«cation of the 
Jews in Speyer, Worms and Mayence ia the year 1096 during the first Crasade ” 
(Darmétardt 1877) a. similar iostance recoded on p. 14. . The rioters in Speyer 
baving the intention of scizing all the Jews in synagogue frustrated by their 
having left it earlier than was expected, fell upon them. ontside and slew 11 
persons. But on Bishop Jolinu’s hearing of this act, he burried to the spot with 
hia men and sheltered many of the Jews in his own apartmenta to protect 
them from the hands of the assassins. Tuis happened oa a Sabbath, being the 
8 h of the month Adar, not of lyar as atated in Gra z, from the account of its 


Not to write ouly of glooiny things, let me, ia conclusion, mention some 


brighter facts that may shed a little light on the dark record [have had to pen 
this time. The first is the election, aud finally, the unusually tardy confirmation 
on the part 6f tha Prussian Governient, of a Jewish Professor, Herr Berend, a8 
Rector of the Griefawald University. This ia the first instanc» of the kind in 
Germany. In Swiizerland, as you may be aware, Professor Lazarus of Berlin 
evjoyed that honour seme years ago at the University of Bern. 

A second fact isthe gratifying sapport which the persevering efforts of our 
minister's wife, Mrs. Henrietta Goldschmidt, meet with among our Christian 
fellow-citizens he less than among our own. co-religionista, Here no sign of 
intolerance ia visible. Her public lectures on female education draw crowded 
audiences, composed of Jess and Christians alike ; the Kiadergarten School and 
the Lyceum for young ladies which she has founded and directs with care, 
zval and energy, and in the most disinterested way, are well attended by yours 
women of both persuasions .and she has just published one of ber courses«T 


lectures on the eccasion of Fidbel’s centenary, under the title of ‘ Licas ou 


Female Education in connection with Frederick Fidbel's stem” (Leip2'g, 
Reissner, 1882). ‘She here shows a masterly grasp of the subject, which sie 
treats with great eloquence and in clegant diction.

Whether the 
Jews, as neighbours of the Phwnicians, were manufacturers of glass daring the 
Biblical period of their history, cannot be proved by any relice, M. L ngporier pab- 
lished in 1857 the drawing of a vase in opaque white glass, which was brought from 
the East by M. Péritier, the Chancellor of the French Consulate at Beyr vat, anil he 
suggested that this was a Jewish giaas vessel, in which case it must be of a post- 
biblical period, Of glass which came from Assyrian excavations, the Britiwh 
Museum has several specimens ; one of n.c, 700 beara the inseription of Sargon.

glass vessela must have been among those which are mentioned in the Ilobrew Serip- 
tures, Referring to the post-biblical recorda of the Jews, Mr. Lowy drew at'ention 


to the Targum of Jonathan on Deut, xxxiii. 19, where it.isstated that the excellency | 


of the sand in the land. possessed. by Zebulun fitted this substance particularly well 
forthe manufacturo of giase, a statement which derives some corruboration from the 
account which Pliny gives of tho same district, With regard to nitre, /¢., oda, the 
Talmuac ¢rew attention to the superiority of the substance exported from Ezypt over 
that which was found near Antipatris, in the vicinity of Casarea, near the Medliter- 
ranéan Sea.

THE BURIAL GROUND OF THE WESTERN SYNAGOGUE. 

A petition “In re %Abraham's Died Trasta” came on for hearing before Mr. 
Justice North in the Chancery division of the Ligh Court of Justice yes'orday 
(Thursday) The petition was preseated for the parpose of appointing new tcastees 
of the burial ground for Jews at Chelaca. The ground was bought on the 17th 
Septem b: r, 1517, by the voluntary contributions of the congre zation of the then 
gogne in Denmark Court, Strand, and six gentlemea of that courregatioa were 
appointed trastees, and the ground was vestedin them. Adeed of trast was pre- 
pared, by which power was given to the trustees to sell or di-pose of the land at any 
time, the profits of the burial ground were to be for the benetit of the synagogue in 
D nmark Court. if any of the trustees ahould die, the congregatt mm might select 
others, 

The position of the ground was described in the deed as “at Queen's Elm, 
opposite the Qaeen's Elm Tarnpike,in the parish of St. Luke, Chelsea.” On Sept. 
ith, 1826, the synagorue in Denmark Coart, Strand, ceased to-exist, and the present 
sybagogne in St. Alban’s Place. Haymarket. has since been used in its stead. Ail 
the trustecs of the bnrial-ground are now dead, and it was alleged in the petition 
that it was impossib!e to find out who were the survivors in whom the ce metery is 
now legally vested, 

The managing body of the syeagozue ia the Haymarket, which ia the repre- 
senvative of the old synagogue, asked tye Court now to appoint new trustees. The

| FROM A CORRESPONDENT | 


The short sea journey from Gibraltar to Tangier ressmbles the fabled carpet 
of the Arabian Nights, for in three hours and a half one is transferred from the 
hurrdrum routine of an English garrison town to all the beanty and colour of 
Oriental I arrived at Tangier in the evening, a beautiful twilight effe-t 
being produced by the sun setting behind the mountains whilst the curiously 
rigged fishing-boate in the bay standlug out in strong relief agains’ the waning 
ght formed a picturesque foreground. 

The steamer, upon arrival, wae immediately surrounded by small boats, 
and euch « jargon of Spanish, English and Arabic was borne upon the breeze, 
that I was glad to be once more on terra firma and escape the deafening 
clamour. I put up at the Victoria Hotel, which ie clean and comfortable. 
The proprietor arked meif I would dine at the table d’héte, and upon my 
informing him that I was a Jew and could not eat the mvat provided, a 
gentlemen standing near introduced himeelf to me as aJew and placed his house 


at my disposal. In fact I may at once state that the hospitality in Tangier is | 


unbotnded, the old Biblical precept of entertaining the strarger being carried 
out to its utmost limit. Perfect strangers tendered m» the hand of welcome 
and would receive no refusal to join theirtable. [t being one of the intermediate 
days of Succoth, I was glad to accept thle gentleman's invitation to his Succah 
in order to tay the bleesing overthe Lulab la Tangier the Succah is usually 
built in the epacious patio or courtyard which is found in the centre of most of 
the houses It is formed of canes placed transversely, loosely bound together 


and covered with foliage. ‘They are open on all sides, the canes beiag placed 


in four arches at right angles. The seven days are dedicated to Abraham, I<aac, 
Jacob, Moses, Aaron, Joseph and David respectively, and a bracket ie put up in 
the Succah in honour of the guest of each day. In Gibraltar, however, they ; lace 
an arinchair which is kept empty and is covered with rich embroidery and 
cushions, which frequently bave remained and have been naed for this purpose 
in the same family for generations. The questionable works of art, representing 
rabbie of a byegone generation, in whom nobody takes any interest, to which we 
are accustomed, are happily tota'ly wanting The plain arches and severe sim- 
plicity far better couvey the idea of the primeval booth than our bedecked and 
befly-catchered tea garden arbeur. 

The cuisine in Tangier is rich, and what we would call old fashioned. The 
siandi:g dish is “ Adafina ’ signifying what wehave cooked "' which is put on to 
boil on Friday afternoon and is served up hot on Saturday morning. It is made of 
haricots, beef, spices, calves’ feet and sausages, and it is not given to every cook to 
prepare it properly. After this enumeration it is needless to say that a digestion 
fortified by a long sea voyage ia absolutely necessary for its proper enjoyment. 
Another dish is known as “ Albondiga,” which is composed of a paste of meat 
and fish cut in emall pieces, epiced and served up in the form of egies. Koos- 
kousoo is a dish common to most nations in some form, and isa mixture of meat 
aud vegetables. The ordinary hours of repast are ten and four, The anuse- 
ments in Tangier are practically nil, consisting of a Moorish and a Turkish 
café, both of-inferior quality. I had, however,the privilege of being present at

open to the sky and euly protected by a low wall, over which the flat roo’s 

of the surrounding houses were visible, affording a beantiful view of the still 

night with that, silver moon and bright etara which an Eastern sky alone can 

produce. At the other end were ranged the musicians equatting upon cashions. 

_ The guest of the evening sat in the seat of honour with his bride richly 

dressed and covered with rings and jewellery beside him, the friends and rela. 

tions of the family sitting and equa‘ting.in picturerque groups filled up the reat 

of the room, the Moorish and Arabian costunies of the elders with all their 

multi coloured appanages contrasting etrangely with the European dreas which 

the rising generation affects. In fact the inflaeace of Europeans with whom. 
they now come more and more in contact is manifestly making itself apparent 

both in the manners and habits of the Tangier Jews. S-na!l painted wooden 

stands stood in front of the musicians, in which a wood called “ hod camari ' 
was burning, tilling the root with an aromatic fragrance. The inetruimonta 
consisted of a species of violin, tambourine, a guitar played with a small 
piece of wood and a Moorish instrument called an“ erbab” which is two- 
stringed, afterwarde dividing into fonr at the keyboard and played like a 
violoncello. The songs are Moorish love-songs sung in Arabic, of a deeply 
poetical character and full of scutiment and beauty. The music commences 
with a sort of symphony, the voices takiog up the rhythm in a slow 
chaunt, the spectators accompanying by clapping their bands, which gradu- 
ally quickens until they burst out into a lively song of joy, the tambourine 
marking the tempo, 


The intervals of the music wero eulivened by the wit of the place, whose 


mimicry of the different dialects of Spain and pungent sallies kept the whole 


-room in @ roar. Origina'ly a pedlar, he hae settled down as a shoemak: rin 


Tangier and is passionately fond of music. No festivity is considered comiplete 
without him, and indeed there is no occasion for it to be incomplete, for no 
matter how busy he may be, bo is always ready to leave at an iostant’s notice, 
with his tambourine, wherever any gaiety is going on.- Llis jokes in Arabic, the 
room with ite dusky occupasts seen through the curling .amoke of the 
cigarettes, with the terene sky enshrouding all, formed a scene which 
traveported the beholder back to the time of Haronn-al-Raschid, which 
impression was heightened when we eteppel out and wound onr way, 
through the tortuous streeta bick to our Hotel by the light of 
the moon whose rays dimly shewed the forme of the Arabs wrapped 
up in their haiks sle picg upon the steps of the mosqaes in the atill balmy 
African air.

One Shemene Hag Asarath a boy, aged seven read 
the Haptorah io this synagogue. It ia not at all unusual for children of this 
age or even younger to do so, the knowledge of Hebrew in Morocco being ver 
profound, When he had finished the Haptorah the ladiesin the gallery showered 
down comfits and aweete, It is not customary to wear the Taleth except by 
the Hachamim, the Arbaog Confoth being considered sufficient, | 


On Simchat Torah I visited the synagogue Shangareet Yousif whic is th» 
conservative one. Immediately before Hallel all the lights were lighted Sn 
order to give the synagogue a more festive appearance. Enormously large 
candles, beautifully decorated with flowers and ribands and mounted on stands 
were then brought in lighted and placed in front of the ark. It is customary 
for anyone who has had a child born to him during the preceding year ty 
present one of these candles. The children represented by the candles were 
brought later during the service into the synagogue by their fathers to be blessed 
by the Hatan. The congregation all pray together in a load voice, the songs 
being led by the “ Paytan,” a man paid for the office. He also sings sOnge 
asking for blessings on any stranger or notable who may be called to the 
Law. When one beara the devoutnese with which this congregation prays one 
ig led to think if it be not just. possible that the indifference and lassitude we 
soe displayed in synagogues in England be not due to the choirs and Hazanim 
that pray for us, and that devotion being thus filtered through eo many sieves 
becomes limp and inanimate, and that if it were poured out, as in Tangier 
as it wells up vatural'y from the heart, it would not be better for all. 


“hree Siphorim were taken ont of the Ark and then the whole congregation 
sang hymne and hoeannas, inclading the one thatis usually sung at the entrance 
of the bride at marriage. The song is a most inspiriting one and when sung 
by the whole congregation con amore, whilst the shouts of joy of the women 
resound above, the scene becomes quite exciting. The shout or cry of joy made 
by the women is a long eustained quivering cry uttered in a sbrill treble and - 
is synonymous with the wish that yon may be blessed with a happy family 
life, It is always given at weddings -and festivities and sometimes when a 
stranger cor guest of distinction enters a house, 

Tie babit of calling up a number of boys and reading a portion of the Sedrah 
to each is also #till adbered to and makes tho.service very long. The Hatani Torah 
and Beresith, however, each read their respective portions themselves. At 
Minchah three Siphoriim are‘taken out. They are very heavy aad when fally 
alorned are as much as one can lift,. After placing them oa the Almewar the 
congregation walk seven times aroand them. Ilosannas are sung, the women 
cheer, the gentlemen holding the Scrolls dance with them, sweets are throws 
—a custom which etill prevails in some of our provincial congregations— 
and the whole scene appears one of real rejoicing in the law. [tis usual for 
ladies to appear in very rich costumes at this services, Many of these costuries 
are very beautiful and consist of a robe of velvet embroidered so stiffly with 
gold that very little of the velvet is to be seen. The bodice is also one mass 
of embroidery. The oraaments are very ricti, consisting of a large double eagle 
of gold filagree set with emeralds, worn as a pendant and sustained by 


several thick gold chaine. “Many. rings, bracelets, chains and earriogs with 


brooches in the handkerchief that covera the head, complete the tuilet, bat one 
lady had also two large ings resembling bracelets of thick gold set with emeralds 
pendent by chains of the same workmanship from each cide of the heal. These 
had to be tied by 4 riband passing under the hair to prevent them inconvenien- 
cing the wearer. The married ladies cover their heads with beautiful scarves 
which, binding the temples, pass over the head and are canght up behind, hang- 
ing over the shoulders and encircling the hair in their folds. 

It ig the custom for the young ladies of Tangier to visit the synagogues 
after Miarav of Simchat Torah which are brilliantly lighted up for the occasion 
in order to kisa the Siphoriin and whilst doing so to wish for somethiag which 
it is believed will be granted during the ensuing year, It is not only confined, 
however, to young ladies, bat married women and mere children of three and 
four years of age come to pay their devotions at.the shrine. It is the occasion 


—of much talk and more flirtation and the streets were crowded from seven till 


ten with ladies going to the synagoguts. 

There are many synagogues, the largest being that of Mr. Moses J. Nahon 
where the singular custom obtains that worshippers are not permitted to cross 
their lege daring service, such position not b ing covusidered devoxt. Besiles 
the uuwerous synagogues Tangier supports a girls’ school founded about 
year ago by Mr. MosewS. Nahon and others, a boys’ school established by the 
Alliance Isroélite, both admirably conducte?, a ‘Talinud Torah school, a Hevra 
Mishivat Nephish for providing necessaries to the sick, and aGemelot Hasedim 
for relieving the poor and a burial society. 7 

Tae condition of the Jews in Tangier is in every way satisfactory, almost 
the entire trade being in their hands, and business was a’ a standstill during 
their holidays Further in the iuterior it is not a9 svisfactory, the Consuls 
being too arbitrary and vet makiog aa intelligent nse of the power confided to 
them. The correspondent of the Paris. Figaro has dune much by his zealous 
advocacy towards the anelioration of the condition of tha Jews in Morocco 
was convinced that such i: flaential bodies as the Board of Deputies and the 
Anglo-Jewish Arsoviation are powerful instruments of good, if the leverage 
wore properly applied, both bodies, e»pecially the latter, being highly considered 
in Tangie

GeRMANY.—The Empress of Germany, who takes a warm interest in all matters 
connected with the care of the sick, paid a lengthy visit the other day to the Jewish 
Hospital in Reriin —A curious incident is reported to us from the city of Posen. 
Durivg the ordinary week day service in the old Orthodox synagogue a commissary 
of police entered the building and ordered the worshippers to leave, The synagogue

out. Atthe bidding of the p»iice official the congregation left and the edifice has 
since been clos d. . This action is believed to be the result of intrigues among the 
younger pa:ty in favour of the building of a new synagogue, astep which is resented 
by the elder members from fear that reforms might be introduced in the new 
building. ~The Government inquiry has been resumed relative to the origin of the 
fire which last year destroyed the synagogue at Neu Stettin and which was the
